Building activity in MenlosPark 
once again began Jooking like the 
city’s major industry last month 
with 48 permits, authorizing a to- 
tal of $571,050-worth of construc- 
tion, issued by the buiiding in- 
spector’s office during May. 

Largest single unit to be author- 
ized during the period was the 
seven-classroom addition to Hill- 
view school, to which was assigned 
a valuation of $150,000. 

Reflecting the fact that single- 
family home sites are fast being 
used up were the figures showing 
that while there were only seven 
new homes of this type authorized 
during the month, 13 apartments, 
having a total of 49 dwelling units, 
were started. Aggregate valuation 
of the homes was $109,000; that of 
the apartments, $262,500. 

There were no major commer- 
cial units authorized during the 
month.

Announcement that at least part

Apprehension of the juveniles 
last week marked the breaking of 
the third such “ring” this year.

Two of them were arrested in 
previous car theft ring clean- 
ups, according to Menlo Park 
Police Insvector William Hiel- 
er, and are currently on proba- 
tion. All the cases, however, are 
being turned over to the county 
juvenile probation department 
for further action. 

Meanwhile Anthony Lavoi, as- 
sistant county probation officer, 
pointed out this week that “this 
seems to be one of those years.” 

Auto thefts seem to be on the 
upswing, but there has been a 
decrease in other types of crimes 
in Which juveniles are usually in- 
volved.

Your City’s Business: 


Parking 
Is Still 
Possible 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 

The central business. district 
portion of the master plan is dead, 
but a post-mortem may perhaps 
be useful in pointing out pitfalls 
to be avoided in future planning 
for the city’s progress. 

The plan was worked out on an 
impersonal basis as the best lay- 
out for the central business dis- 
trict. In so doing, however, no al- 
lowance could be made for the 
individual circumstances, hopes, 
plans and sentiments of the scores 
of individuals who owned the 
property involved. 


The edict that “this piece of 
property is in and must pay an 
assessment” and that “this piece 
of property is out and the owa- 
er must sell” cattsed resentment 


and bitterness in many quar- 
ters, including residents, busi- 


ness men, investors and specu- 
Jators.

The council recogrized the 
preponderance of objections 
and the hard fact that if hard- 
ship were to be aveided in the 
taking of residential property, 
asessments would zoom close to 
a husky $40 per front fooi. Yet 
we realize that if downtown 
Menlo Park values are to be pre- 
served in ihe face of growing 
competition, and the interest of 
all of the citizens of Menlo 

Park be served, more and prop- 
erly laid out parking space 
must be found. 


How can we achieve this goal | 
without creating the problems 
that this part of the master plan 
raised? It will have to be done by 
working more directly in our 
planning with the property own- 
ers themselves. We must bury 
that bogy man “eminent domain” 
and come up with a plan that 
gives everyone something. The 
council in its studies worked out 
several promising plans for park- 
ing south of Santa Cruz avenue, 
but did not propose them for fear 
of running into the same personal 
problems as before. 


These plans are subject to 
numerous variations, so that we 
could work out a design which 
would make it possible to deal 
largely with willing sellers, and 
in all events permit us to avoid 
taking property of homeowners 
unwilling to sell. 


The council would adopt a 
policy, I am sure, that the prop- 
erty should be worth more for 
parking than for any other use 
conforming to the zoning, in or- 
der to justify purchasing it for 
that use. However, the council 
believes that these matters should 
be settled in conferences with 
property owners. 


Many persons owning resi- 
dential property between Santa 
Cruz and Menlo avenues be- 
lieve it has potential commer- 
cial value. This might be true 
ultimately, but more than 
enough property is now zoned 
commercially, 


If, however ,the commercial 
zoning should at some future date 
be extended ,the council would 
require a minimum of one-to-one 
parking in centrally located areas. 
This would mean in effect that if 
commercial values were to run 
say $500 per front foot in this 
district, the parking assessment 
would run about $250, leaving a 
net value not too “much higher 
than exists today. to 4

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Home Vegetable Gardens Pay Dividends | 
Bui Require Thoughtful Maintenance == 


By TERRY LEE 5 

There is nothing so delicious asj 
vegetables from your own garden, 
picked, cooked and eaten within 
the hour. 

I am tired of all the talk about 
how expensive home grown vege- 
tables can be if you add up all the 
costs of seed, fertilizer, water and 
man hours. Home grown vegeta- 
bles would be worth it if they were 
six times the cost of market vege- 
tables. For they are pure sugar, 
full of vitamins and much cheaper 
than doctor bills. 

But most of all they are easy 
to grow, quite decorative, and as 
satisfying to the soul as to the 
stomach, d 

My garden and time are limited 
and I have really reduced my 
planting to the things that give 
the biggest rewards and please my 
family most. 

My number 1 super choice is to- 
matoes. 

Running a close second are 
Swiss chard and squash, with pars- 
ley and lettuce essential, beans 
very Satisfactory, and corn foolish 
in such a small space, but the most 
delicious and enjoyed of all. , 

I wish we had the space for cu- 
cumbers and melons. They could 
be trained on a sunny fence if you 
are willing to sunport the melons 
with a cheese cloth sling tacked 
to the fence. 

VERY BEST 

The best melons I have tasted 
were raised on an abandoned ten- 
nis court. Planting holes were 
hacked out of the asphalt and fill- 
ed with manure. The vines trail 
over the sun-warmed asphalt and 
the melons ripen quickly—the se- 
eret of sweetness. 

Watering is a problem with 
melons and cucumbers, since the 
leaves don’t like to get wet, but 
the roots need gallons of water. 

I sink a gallon tin can, punch- 
ed with holes, in the center of 
the hill of melon seeds, and fill 
this with water (you can dis- 
solve some fertilizer in it too) 
once or twice a weck. 

Tomatoes are my specialty, and 
we have fresh ones until Christ- 
mas, with each plant bearing about 
40 tomatoes. At this rate, four 
plants is enough for a family. I 
put in a dozen to have enough for 
neighbors and canning. 

I dig a tremendous hole, three 
feet wide and. deep, fill it half way 
with rotted manure (fish meal—a 
cup to a hole—is a good addition) , 
and the rest with garden soil. 

I put three heavy 4-foot stakes 
in a triangle around the tiny seed- 
ling, about a foot away from it. 


Then I tie string around the out- j 


side of the stakes, as the plant 
grows. These strings support the 
stems without cutting or rubbing. 
SET APART 
- I set the plants 4 feet apart and 
water them lightly every day for 
the first two weeks. 3 
Atter that they get water only 
once a week through a good soak- 
ing from a canvas hose. 
I never get the foliage wet, but 
soak the ground (in the morning) 


I have never had to feed my to- 
matoes because they have such a 
store of manure. 

Around the end of May fF us- 
ually have te spray them with 
Bordeau to prevent mildew and 
blight. If any plant gets blight 
badly I pull if out (a heart- 
breaking job) te save the others. 

It takes two months to get fruit, 
and I plant a few varieties to get 
a range in the growing season. 
Earliana, Marglobe and Bonny 
Best are favorites. Stone, Pritch- 
ard and Pearson Improved are 
good. I like the small ones—Red 
Cherry or Yellow Pear. One plant 
of these is chough. 

BIG SECRET 


My big secret of success is to 
mulch the plants with grass clip- 
pings. 

This conserves moisture, keeps 
down weeds. and adds organic food 
to the soil. But most of all it keeps 
the soil temperature even. 

Sudden changes in temperature 
cuts tomato production and may 
also cause blossom rot. 

Our hot days and cold nights 
are very bad. but can be controlled 


by a grass mulch. I water one day. |

Helpful Hints 
On Shade Plants 


“Shadier than half shade” was 
William Schmidt’s description of 
a shade garden, given at last 
week's meeting of the Menlo 
Park Garden club. 

Among his tricks to make shade 
growth successful Mr. Schmidt 
commented that: 

First, shade plants thrive in a 
litter comprising the fallings of 
leaves, twigs and mosses from 
the. forest. In addition, the lec- 
turer stressed the use of lichen 
covered rocks and branches and 
fungus growths placed in the 
garden for interest. 

Among the pleasant parts of a 
shade garden, Mr. Schmidt listed 
a waterfall or fountain for a 
“splashing” sound; aromatic 
plants; a shrine or piece of statu- 
ary to blend with a background 
of ferns or shrubs; a permanent 
bench for those who wish a quiet 
sanctuary in which to contem- 
plate. ;
